Claims 9-32 are pending in this application. 



Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments filed 03|25l04 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues "Suver's neither teaches nor suggest that a column of a 
row contains a value that identifies that columns of that row as recited by the claims." 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the above argument. Suvers suggests 
"the structure 603 in the Phones column in FIG. 6 is represented in the data rows 501, 
of FIG. 5 by providing a column identifier comprising the numeric character "6" followed 
by the text type identifier C) (col. 11, lines 35-40). This column identifier (e.g. 6) 
identifies the row for that column. Furthermore, "single structure in the row 501 is the 
nest type of data structure which the identifier reference to the sub-table including the 
rows and columns" (col. 11, lines 45-50). Furthermore, the claim recited, "a column of a 
row contains a value that identifies that columns of that row" which was not clear it is 
the columns of that row is in the same table or in the sub-table. The dictionary also 
reference to the Customer table e.g. column "Phones" type wherein the identifier is 6 
(col. 11, lines 45-65). 

Please see rejection on 03/25/04 for all claims.
